A motion to “extinguish electric lights 
and burn candles on Friday as a protest 
against mass layoffs by the Consolidated- 
Edison Company” was unanimously passed 
at a recent meeting of the Association of 
Catholic Trade Unionists. 

At a recent forum at the Jesuits Crown 
Heights School of Catholic Workingmen, 
George Donahue bitterly arraigned corpora- 
tions and employers, and quoted the: words 
of Cardinal Mundelein against the employers 
“who cry out against Communism and them- 
selves practice social injustice.” 

And finally, more than 1,000 Catholics at 
a city-wide forum of the Newman Clubs in 
the Church of Corpus Christi approved two 
days ago a resolution denouncing in the 
strongest language the anti-union, labor- 
hating policies of the Consolidated-Edison. 
This resolution deserves reprinting: 

“Be it Resolved that this general meet- 
ing of Catholic undergraduates, workers 
and consumers do hereby protest and con- 
demn the unethical and un-American prac- 
tices and policies of the Consolidated- 
Edison Company and do urge the proper 
public authorities to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of this company, with imme- 
diate attention to its unjust labor policy, 
and further attention devoted to determin- 
ing the necessary steps that should be 
taken toward the eventual ownership and 
operation of said company by the City of 
New York.” | 

What will the selfish capitalist interests 
of Consolidated-Edison say to the latest de- 
mands of the Catholic workers who have ex- 
perienced the tender mercies of this Trust? 
Will they yell “red” and “Communist”? They 
will try it.
